In the latest episode of what could be 
titled “Perils of Your Pocketbook,” Congress 
keeps adding little goodies for their consti¬ 
tuents as the tax bill goes by. Now the bill, 
still not law but getting there, is about 2000 
pages (the first income tax law, signed in 1914, 
was 27 pages). 

Under the heading of “You can’t fool 
all the people . . .” about 44% of us, ac¬ 
cording to a recent survey, expect to pay more 
not less under the sweeping new tax plan. 

They may know something the rest of us 
don’t. Experts are now starting to mumble 
that the new law may mean mandatory tax 
boosts if Uncle Sam is to pay his bills. Well, 
anyway, some of his bills. Right now, the 
doubledomes are saying the new bill is “tax 
neutral,” meaning it brings in the same revenue 
as the current one.

The other evening 1 tried out this never- 
fail Chinese sweet-and-sour rib dinner. It took 
all day in the crock pot, but that gave me 
time to relax and make my “Gaylee Bears.” 

More later. I made rice and dressed up in my 
favorite kimono just to set the mood. I can 
do almost anything I set my mind to, except 
for one thing . .. using chopsticks. 

While I sat daintily eating with my fork, 

Rob sat grinning while he ate with chopsticks. 

Let me tell you something about the 
Chinese — they give a lot of thought to their 
food. It is said that Confucius divorced his 
wife because she did not fulfill his expectations 
as a cook. (Also because she couldn’t use 
chopsticks.) 

The fact that the Chinese cook dished up 
food in a convenient way to eat it, also 
helped. My crock pot doesn’t do that. It 
just sort of blends all the food and makes it 
taste good, which means you want as much as 
you can get and that means with a fork. 

1 should add, 1 have tried chopsticks and nearly 
starved. It takes coordination and 1 guess I 
don’t have that. Ask Rob. Anyway, you 
probably know that chopsticks come in wood, 
bone or ivory and as the Chinese discovered, 
could be used as codes.

Thus, appeared 
the two sticks — chop sticks — no pun 
intended and thus, came my humiliation.

But with or without chopsticks, my rib dinner 
was wonderful. It is never-fail and recipes for 
it can be obtained by writing to The News ...

“Light opera” seems 
to be the favored term, 
Los Angeles Civic Light 
Opera, San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Civic Light Opera 
and now the California 
Civic Light Opera based 
in Pasadena.

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Government distribution Oct. 30 


On Thursday, Oct. 30, government com¬ 
modities will be distributed in Sierra Madre 
at the Senior Citizens Center, Memorial Park, 
232 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 1 to 3 p.m., 
to Sierra Madre residents only. 

Eligible recipients must be low-income per¬ 
sons over 18 years of age. Only one allo¬ 
cation per household is allowed no matter how 
many persons reside in that home. All persons 
will be required to show proof of residence 
and income eligibility by showing food stamp 
I.D., medical cards, welfare I.D., etc. Utility 
bills, California drivers licenses or I.D.s, etc.

Karen Karelius, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Earl 
Karelius of Upper Hastings Ranch, has more than 
one distinction. Not only has she achieved a Doc¬ 
torate but now she is using the information she 
gleaned from her studies in regular appearances on 
a Portland (Ore.) weekday television program, 
“Newsroom 6 at Noon,” to talk about ways 
people can cope with their problems and grow to 
understand themselves and other people better.
